This year, the St. Michael's College community has encountered some 
changes around and about the campus. With the construction of the new 
townhouses, and the women students outnumbering the men for the first 
time, the college has come a long way since its founding in 1903. 

During the various stages of transformation, one very special person 
has been able to experience it all firsthand. Rev. Leon Paulin is as 
enthusiastic and adventurous as he was when he arrived at St. Michael's 
as an undergraduate. He deserves recognition for his inexhaustible devo- 
tion to the countless number of students who have come and gone 
throughout the years. 

Rev. Paulin is a 1937 graduate of St. Michael's and is a member, and 
former superior, of the Society of St. Edmund. After being ordained in 
1941, Rev. Paulin, a Canadian native, went on to attend the University of 
Montreal. He completed his studies in 1944 and was the first priest to 
attend the New York Theological Seminary, where he received a master’s 
of sacred theology. 

Nicknamed the ‘Renaissance Professor,” he is extremely gifted as a 
priest, professor, linguist and artist. Whether he is painting, teaching 
calligraphy or French or talking informally with students, the beauty of 
his talent is always evident. 

Retired from a full-time position in 1980, Rev. Paulin remains active 
both on and off campus. He works closely with alumni and is frequently 
on the road meeting with incoming students. In the past, he served as 
class adviser and official photographer for the St. Michael's Playhouse. 

Rev. Paulin is an extraordinary person. One flash of those warm, 
‘sparkling eyes,’’ and you know you've made a friend. 

As an individual who has contributed much time and energy to the 
enrichment of education at St. Michael's, Rev. Paulin is remembered 
fondly by students long after graduation. In gratitude for his enthusiasm 
and love, the Class of 1983 proudly dedicates this year’s Hilltop to Rev. 
Leon Paulin.

The men’s basketball team ended a tumultuous season with a 
12-15 record.

Student members volunteer their time and skills to help- 
ing those in need. Each member must go through exten- 
sive training programs, which are designed to prepare 
students to react with responsibility and speed in any 
emergency situation. 


Since its beginnings in 1969, the department, under the 
personal guidance of Don Sutton, has grown to become 
a valuable source of aid to St. Michael's and neighbor- 
ing communities. 


The department consists of two units-fire and rescue- 
which work together in many local emergencies.
